The  particular  objrct  of  the  King  Kdward  Music  Readers  is  that 
the  boolcs  should  be  really  readers  rather  than  merely  a  collection  of 
exercises  planned  so  that  each  onr  hould  contain  some  difficulty  or 
pitfiill  for  the  unwary  scholar.  It  is  not  by  any  means  contended  that 
difficulties  are  not  to  be  reckoned  with,  but  the  endeavour  has  been 
made  to  present  such  difficulties  in  a  logical  and  very  gradual  order. 
It  is  hoped  that  in  consequence  each  step  ace  mplished  will  smooth 
the  way  for  the  next,  and  also  that  the  gradua'  rogression  will  afford 
the  pupils  the  opportunity  of  feeling  the  pleasure  of  reading  music 
fairly  within  their  reach. 

One  of  the  proper  functions  of  a  set  of  readers  should  b  'o  intro- 
duce the  pupils  to  the  works  of  standard  composers  and  en  '  le  them 
to  get  some  idea  of  the  characteristics  of  different  schools ;  this  will  be 
a  feature  of  this  series,  and  even  in  the  First  Reader,  several  well- 
known  but  classic  tunes  are  introduced.  Special  attention  has  also 
been  paid  to  rhythm  and  phrasing,  not  only  in  the  more  advanced 
work,  but  also  in  the  more  elementary  exercises. 

In  the  First  Reader  the  music  is  in  one  part  only  and  of  the  sim- 
plest nature ;  no  dotted  notes,  chromatic  tones,  or  divided  beats  are 
used,  and  sharps  and  flats  are  looked  on  simply  as  musical  signs  to 
denote  the  key. 

Some  patriotic  songs  with  an  instrumental  accompaniment  are 
given  in  an  appendix.  These  may  be  used  as  rote  songs,  the  music 
being  beyond  the  limits  of  the  work  covered  by  the  Reader.
